CUSTOMS REGULATIONS FOR U.S.A. R.sIDENTS 

Important—United States residents returning from Canada may 
take back, once every 31 days, merchandise for personal or 
household use to the value of $100, duty and tax free, provided 
they have remained in Canada 48 hours. Members of a family 
household travelling together may combine their personal ex- 


emptions—thus a family of five could be entitled to a total 
exemption of $500. 

Under the foregoing exemption, up to 100 cigars and 1 quart of 
alcoholic beverages may be imported. No limit on cigarettes. 
If, however, the State laws of residence prohibit importation 
of such alcohol, United States Customs will not clear. Ugaar 
a new law effective October 1, 1965, tourists returning to ye 
United States from abroad will be limited in the amount of 
duty-free purchases brought back to $100 retail. Previously

Exemption forms are expected to be checked and baggage in- 
spected more closely, and sales receipts or other proof of value 
will be required. Ry 
Persons crossing the International Boundary at one point and 
swinging back into the United States in order to travel to another 
part of Canada should inquire at United States Customs regard- 
ing special exemption requirements. All articles acquired in 
Canada must be declared to the United States Customs officers 
on return. Articles that do not accompany the resident must be 
declared separately on U.S. Customs form 6063. 

Visiting Canada for less than 48 hours—Residents of the United 
States visiting Canada for less than 48 hours, may take back, 
for personal or household use, merchandise to the value of $10 
duty and tax free.

Gifts worth no more than $10 retail—rather than wholesale— 
may be shipped to friends at home (limit is one gift to one 
person per day), but the practice of mailing duty-free goods 
to yourself will be eliminated. 
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
